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Relay For Life draws 400 participants 


Raises $65,000 for 


cancer research

t was the woman’s second time at 

the Relay For Life of Agawam, 
but the cancer survivor was still 
nervous. When she explained her 
fear of being alone, she received 
this comforting reply: ““You’re nev- 
er alone at Relay.” 

Those words not only put her 
at ease, but also showed the true 
purpose of the 16-hour overnight 
American Cancer Society Relay, 
held May 17-18 at the Agawam 
High School track and sports field. 
More than 400 people participated 
at the second annual Relay in Aga- 
wam — and they helped to raise 
more than $65,000 that will go into 
research to find a cure for cancer. 

But more important than the 
money raised, was the increased 
awareness about the need to fight 
back against cancer so that one day 
it will be eradicated. 

The Relay had 300 registered 
“walkers” as of Friday — 100 more 
than last year — but by the time the 
Relay started at 6 p.m. that num-

Public hearings 


set for

AGAWAM - Residents will 
have a chance to weigh in on vari- 
ous issues that would 
affect the town during 
three public hearings 
scheduled for the Aga- 
wam City Council’s 
June 3 meeting. 

The first is for May- 
or Richard A. Cohen’s 
fiscal year 2014-2018 
Capital Improvement Program 
(CIP), which Cohen submitted 
to the council last month and in- 
cludes estimated costs for proj- 
ects he believes are needed for the 
town to operate efficiently over a 
period of time. While each of the

projects are important in their 
own right, Cohen said the fact 
that they are listed does not nec- 
essarily mean they will happen. 
He called the CIP a “wish list” of 
items. 

According to Co- 
hen, the CIP is re- 
quired by the town 
charter, the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and 
bonding agencies. It 
provides fort the plan- 
ning, design, construc- 
tion, renovation or replacement of 
a public building; an addition to 
a public building; the purchase of 
land or buildings for public pur- 
pose; or long-range development 
study. Typically, capital improve-

Looking for a lifesaving donor 


Agawam toddler 
needs new liver

AGAWAM — Emmal- 
ynn Bishop is a__ fighter. 
The daughter of Gina (Saimeri) 
and John Bishop of Agawam, who 
celebrated her first birthday April 
27, has been battling stage III 
hepatoblastoma, a childhood liver 
cancer, since she was 9 months 
old. Today, after already undergo- 
ing four rounds of chemotherapy, 
Emmalynn is on the waiting list 
for a new liver and was scheduled 
to begin her fifth chemotherapy 
round this week. 

The toddler was first diagnosed 
with liver cancer after her 9-month 
check-up when Gina Bishop men- 
tioned to Emmalynn’s physician 
that her belly was hard. After tak- 
ing her in for an X-ray, doctors 
determined that Emmalynn had a 
mass in her abdomen and less than 
a week later, she was admitted to 
the hospital and had an MRI. 

Since her diagnosis, Emmal- 
ynn has undergone four rounds of 
chemotherapy — each lasting for 
three weeks. In between the third 
and fourth rounds, Emmalynn was

sent for tests in Boston to deter- 
mine whether the tumor could be 
resected and doctors were hopeful 
it could be removed. 

“Unfortunately, after the second 
scan — after the fourth round of 
chemotherapy — they determined 
that they weren’t comfortable with 
doing the resection.” 

According to Bishop, doctors 
said that her blood vessel is too 
close to the tumor and that there is 
little room for error. 

“They did not see enough 


shrinkage in size this round to feel 
comfortable doing a resection,” 
Bishop said. 

Despite her health trials, Em- 
malynn is “doing really well,” said 
her mother. 

“The whole thing has been kind 
of up and down,” said Bishop. 
“Some days are good, some days 
are bad. Overall, as far as her 
symptoms, she’s been really good; 
just an active |-year-old.” 

Little Emmalynn has faced a 
number of other challenges as a 
result of her cancer treatment, said 
Bishop. 

Earlier this month, Bishop an- 
nounced via Emmalynn’s Face- 
book page (Prayers for Emmal- 
ynn) that the tot has suffered slight 
hearing loss, as confirmed by a re- 
cent hearing test. 

“Only at higher octaves at this 
point,” Bishop said. “Nothing that 
could affect her normal everyday 
life.” 

Her hearing will be rechecked 
after additional rounds of chemo- 
therapy, Bishop added. 

In addition, Bishop learned that 
Emmalynn is “slightly farsighted”

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Students perform at 
Boston Symphony Hall

AGAWAM — Three Agawam High 


School students have done what many 
musicians aspire to do: they performed 
in Boston Symphony Hall, home of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, in March. 
Those students — junior Molly Mittler, 17, 
and seniors Greg Carleton and Lauren Booth, 
both 18 — were among the 500 or so talented 
student musicians from across the Common- 
wealth who were chosen by the Massachu- 
setts Music Educators Association for the 
honor. 

For Mittler, who plays clarinet in the con- 
cert band, this was the second consecutive 
year to be invited to perform. Booth, a singer 
with the school’s chorus and Carleton, a ten- 
or sax player in the jazz band, were also in- 
vited this year following auditions. The three 
were featured in the All State Concert Band, 
All State Chorus and All State Jazz Band, re- 
spectively. 

“Tt was a great experience,” said Mittler, 
who started playing clarinet in the fifth grade. 
As part of the All State Concert Band, she 
performed “Molly on the Shore” by Percy 
Grainger, “Aurora Awakes” by John Mackey, 
and Paul Hindemith’s “Symphonic Meta- 
morphosis.” 

“Tt was pretty awesome,” she said, adding 
she was surprised when her conductor told 
her she was first clarinet, fourth chair. “I went 
last year but this year I had a better seat and 
a better score. 

“T didn’t believe the conductor when he 
told me my seat,” she explained. 

Following her performance at Boston 
Symphony Hall, Mittler auditioned for All- 
Nationals, to be held in Nashville, Tenn. The 
audition was held April 30 and at presstime, 
she was still waiting for the results. 

Carleton, too, admitted to being over-

whelmed by the experience, most notably 
because he found out only a day before that 
he would be attending to fill in for someone. 

“T found out on Wednesday morning that 
I would leave for Boston the next morning,” 
he said. As a result, he was required to learn 
his entire set of music — including “Danger- 
ous Curves,” “Do It Again” and “Blues for 
Stephanie” in just one night. “I was kind of 
rushed, but I was ready to take on the chal- 
lenge,” he said. 

A music lover through and through, Car- 
leton has been playing the saxophone since 
the fifth grade, although he started playing 
guitar in the third or fourth grade, he said. He 
plans to attend University of Hartford in the 
fall to major in jazz studies. 

“Eventually I want to be a college profes- 


sor or teach jazz,” he said. 

Before leaving for college, Carleton will 
again perform with the All State Jazz Band, 
this time at the Newport Jazz Festival this 
August. 

Singer Lauren Booth auditioned for the 
Western District with the rest of the honors 
music students and received a high enough 
score to be recommended for All State. 

“Tt was really exciting,” said Booth, a 
soprano and the first person from Chorus 
to make All State in nine years. “I almost 
cried.” 

With the All State Chorus, Booth sang 
“Kyrie” by Glenn McClure, “‘Sililiza” by Jim 
Papoulis, “Sure on This Shining Night” by 
Morten Lauridsen and “Total Praise” by Rich- 
ard Smallwood, arranged by Doreen Rao. 
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Though the students knew it was a privi- 
lege for them to attend the event earlier this 
year, Booth said not too many people were 
aware of the honor. 

“Our music director was really proud, but 
I don’t know if anyone else knew,” she said, 
adding that the school did made an announce- 
ment over the PA system. 

For all three students, performing on stage 
at Symphony Hall wasn’t the daunting part, 
though; the audition was. 

“Once you’ve auditioned and you made it, 
they can’t kick you out,” Booth said. 

Mittler agreed. “They give you 30 seconds 
to look at this music you’ve never seen before 
in your life and you have to play it well and 
with dynamics,” she said, adding, “It’s terri- 
fying.” 


Senate releases budget proposal for FY14 


BOSTON -— Last week at the State House, 
the Senate Committee on Ways and Means 
released its proposal for spending in Fis- 
calYear 2014. Sen. Michael R. Knapik, R- 
Westfield, the ranking Republican member 
of the committee, attended the committee’s 
executive session. Chairman Stephen M. 
Brewer, D-Barre, outlined highlights of the 
proposal, which he noted will have a posi- 
tive impact on the Commonwealth’s citizens 
while exercising a level of restraint required 
in this period of slow economic growth. 

Knapik did voice some concerns over ris- 
ing healthcare cost, particularly as a result of 
the implementation of the Affordable Care 
Act, the instability of tax revenues, and the 
growing need for reforms to the State’s pub- 
lic assistance programs. 

The total appropriation in the Senate 
Ways and Means proposal is $33.92 billion, 
an increase of $1.428 billion, or 4.4 percent 
over FY13. This amount is about $67.5 mil- 
lion less than the FY 14 House proposal and 
$904.3 million less than the Governor’s H1 
proposal. 

Fiscal Year 2014 marks the sixth budget 


since the start of the great recession in 2008, 
and while the Commonwealth is in a better 
fiscal position, the state still faces a $1.29 
billion budget gap this fiscal year. The Com- 
mittee proposal closes the gap with $430 
million in new revenues allocated in the re- 
cent transportation bond bill, a $350 million 
withdrawal from the Rainy Day Fund, and 
$277 million in other one-time spending so- 
lutions, including $83 million in anticipated 
gaming revenues. 

The Senate continues its commitment to 
local aid by increasing Chapter 70 funding 
to $4.301 billion, $130.1 million higher than 
FY13. This level ensures all districts reach 
their foundation budget and receive at least 
an additional $25 per pupil more than in 
FY13. The proposal also includes $252.8 
million to fully fund the Special Education 
Circuit Breaker, a $10.9 million increase 
over FY13 and a $39.1 million increase of 
FY12, $49.5 million for Regional School 
Transportation, and increase of $5 million 
over FY13 and $76.4 million for Charter 
School Reimbursements. 

In addition to the increase in local school 


aid, the Senate plan allocated $15 million for 
the Commonwealth’s Pre-School Initiative 
which, when combined with the increase of 
$20 million in FY13, will move more than 
2,000 families off the current waitlist. 

The Senate’s plan includes $72.4 million 
to support various economic and workforce 
development initiatives, including $8 million 
for Youth-at-Risk Summer Jobs, $4.49 mil- 
lion for One Stop Career Centers, and $15 
million for a new Advanced Manufacturing 
Futures Program. 

Locally, many valuable community pro- 
grams are well funded under the Senate plan. 
The Soldiers’ Home in Holyoke is slated to 
receive $20,920,146, an increase of 367,156, 
and the Home’s retained revenue caps were 
either maintained or increased based on 
need. 

Western Mass Hospital would receive 
$17,736,047 in FY 14, an increase of 
654,376. The hospital also received over 
$2.9 million in a new line item to support 
the re-opening of 22 beds in the fifth medi- 
cal unit.

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Trying to finish the columns about the “78s led 
to a call to Darcy Davis. What musical was per- 
formed in 1978? Darcy explained that 1976 was 
the last year a musical was performed at AHS 
for quite a long time period. The musical was 
“Yankee Doodle Dandy.” There were no ‘78s in 
the cast leads so maybe the class of “78 was one 
of the few classes in 50 years to have no seniors 
who played a lead in a musical. 

The “Yankee Doodle Dandy” production in 
1976 was called a 50th Anniversary Musical be- 
cause the first musical performed at AHS was the 
“Windmills of Holland” in 1926. Seniors in that 
year’s cast would be over 100 years old if they 
were still with us.

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Relay raises $65,000 for cancer research

ber swelled to about 400 people. During the 
evening and into the morning, participants 
celebrated those who survived a cancer diag- 
nosis, remembered those who died from the 
disease, and vowed to keep up the fight to end 
cancer. 

The $60,000 goal — double the 2012 goal 
— was exceeded by more than $5,000. Ad- 
ditional money is expected in the next two 
months as more fundraisers are held. Three 
of the 30 Relay teams raised almost half of 
the current total. Team Rossi, the top fund- 
raising team, brought in $12,466. Team In- 
spire, second highest, raised $8,454, followed 
closely by Jan’s Jokers, which raised $8,076. 


Honoring cancer survivors 

A reception was held for a special — and 
growing — group of people: cancer sur- 
vivors. “They gave me six months to live,” 
said 64-year-old Southwick resident Donna 
Smith who was at the reception with family 
and friends. She is a six-year survivor who 
has had colon, liver, and skin cancer. 

Smith said it’s important to spread the 
word that cancer can be survivable, especial- 
ly with early detection and screening. “I’m 
very lucky, but I wish I had listened to my 
body sooner.” 

West Springfield resident Garrett Mosher is 
43 — and a four-year cancer survivor after he 
had a cancerous appendix removed. He said 
the Relay helps keep the focus on people and 
the need to raise money for cancer research. 

Bob Alves, who delivered the cancer sur- 
vivor speech, then led Smith, Mosher, and 
other cancer survivors on the ceremonial 
first lap around the track holding the Relay 
banner. As they marched toward the field’s 
midway point, Beth Minardi, who gave the 
caregiver speech, approached with other 
caregivers from the opposite direction until 
the two groups met. 

Linking survivors and caregivers was the 
spirit of unity that prevailed throughout the 
Relay. Friends, family, and co-workers formed 
teams to show their determination to win the 
war on cancer and to remember those who lost 
their valiant fight against the disease. 

As darkness fell, a luminaria ceremony 
was held to honor cancer victims. Lights were 
turned off, leaving the track illuminated only by 
hundreds of white bags — luminarias — that 
lined the track. In the bleachers, more lumi- 


narias spelled out the words “hope” and “‘cure-” 
The ceremony ended with participants walking 
silently in the darkness for several laps. 

Ed Borgatti’s wife Stella lost her battle with 
colon cancer 15 years ago. Borgatti, 85, came 
to the Relay to honor her. “T didn’t feel well 
enough last year to walk. My goal is to make 
it once or maybe twice around the track,” he 
said. “I’m doing this for Stella and for all the 
other people with cancer.” 

Hope and support 

Alla Songorov and Angela Beaudry are 
40 years apart in age, but the two Agawam 
residents share a common bond. Not only are 
they co-workers at a local pharmacy, but they 
are also cancer survivors. 

“We’re here for each other and for other 
cancer survivors,” said Beaudry, 61, a 30- 
year survivor of Hodgkin’s disease. “It’s 
important that other people with cancer see 
survivors so they know that cancer is not the 
end, that there is still hope.” 

Songorov, 21, who is a lymphoma (non- 
Hodgkin’s disease) survivor, said she’s 
thrilled that Agawam has its own Relay. “I 
never thought it would be here. We see sick 
people in our work every day, so we hear a 
lot of stories about the effects of how horrible 
cancer can be. It’s great that my community 
is holding this Relay.” 

Shaylene Riley wanted to do something 
to honor her grandfather who died of brain 
cancer earlier this year. “It really hit me hard 
when he died. It happened so fast — just three 
months after he was diagnosed.” 

The 19-year-old Agawam resident decided 
to form a Relay team of family and friends. 
Her team — Flannel Friends — raised $1,300. 
“We started late, so we did pretty well for our 
first time,” said the UMass sophomore. 

Flannel Friends was among a number of 
new teams at the 2013 Relay — many of them 
formed by college and high school students 
who see stopping cancer as an important goal. 
A team from Westfield High School joined 
after reading about the Relay through Face- 
book. There were also teams from Southwick 
High School, Chicopee Charter School of 
Science, and Suffield Academy, 

“These teams added to our increasing cam- 
paign to extend the Relay beyond Agawam 
and make it a truly community event,” said 
Janine Iacolo, community co-chair for the 
Relay. “This shows that we’ve having suc- 
cess in helping our Relay grow beyond just 
being an event held in Agawam.” 
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Powerful, emotional 
Opening ceremony

AGAWAM -—- Bob Alves wanted to 
participate in the 2012 Relay, but when 
he arrived he was so weak he was driven 
around in a golf cart and was forced to 
sit in a chair on the side of the track. He 
was still in treatment for head and neck 
cancer. 

This year Alves came back — and deliv- 
ered a powerful message during the open- 
ing ceremonies that was emceed by TV 
news personality Ryan Walsh. Walsh and 
state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga (R- South- 
wick), who made a brief appearance, re- 
counted how they had been touched by 
cancer through close friends or relatives. 

But it was remarks by Alves, the survi- 
vor speaker, and Beth Minardi, the care- 
giver speaker, that resonated the most. 
“One of the reasons I’m here — and why 
I Relay — is that my doctor told me that 
five years ago the survival rate for my 
cancer would have been much lower than 
it is today,” he said. “And the survival rate 
is better because of the money raised from 
Relay.” 

One of the things that helped Alves 
make it through his cancer ordeal was Mi- 
nardi, his “rock” and his best friend. Mi- 
nardi recalled that March 16, 2012 — her 
40th birthday — was supposed to be a day 
she would never forget. It was. That day 
she learned Alves had cancer. 

“The doctor told me, ‘He’s 44 and I 
can fix him, but it’s one of the worst treat- 
ments available. He’s going to be very 
sick.’ I thought, fix him. How sick can he 
be?” 

During the course of his treatment 
Alves was admitted to the hospital six 
times and spent 90 days as an in-patient, 
including a stay in the ICU. Minardi re- 
called spending 10 to 11 hours a day with 
Alves while also working and doing other 
things, including raising a son with cere-

bral palsy. 

“T recall a nurse saying, “T'll bet you 
never thought when he got the diagnosis 
with cancer that you got diagnosed, too. 
You got the diagnosis, but without the 
chemo.’ Those words were very true — and 
they still ring true today,” she said. “But 
because of Relay, we’re standing before 
you. And, as of December 2012, Bobby is 
cancer free. This is why I Relay — so more 
people can say they are cancer free.” 

The opening ceremonies ended with the 
presentation of a special award to Janine 
Tacolo, who has served as community co- 
chair for the Relay For Life of Agawam 
since its inception last year. Iacolo re- 
ceived the American Cancer Society San- 
dra C. Labaree Volunteer Values Award. 

Laura Baran, from the Society’s Holy- 
oke office, made the presentation of the 
award that was established in 2000 by the 
Society’s New England Division Board of 
Directors. The award recognizes and hon- 
ors those New England volunteers whose 
actions and service in the fight against 
cancer most exemplify the Society’s orga- 
nizational values. 

Baran said the award is also imbued 
with special meaning because it is named 
in honor of the late Sandra C. Labaree, a 
long-time American Cancer Society vol- 
unteer from Maine who was a founding 
member of the New England Division 
Board. “Despite her death from breast 
cancer early in 2000, Sandy’s spirit and 
values live on through this award,” she 
added. 

Baran said that when the Agawam Re- 
lay was established, Iacolo stepped up as 
a leader, working to engage the commu- 
nity to recruit volunteers and teams. She 
also implemented a project-based plan 
that helped to get done what needed to be 
done in a very short time. 

“Last year’s event teams and commit- 
tee had more than 300 people walking the

“This is a backup plan and may not be 
necessary, but due to the time table, they and 
we, would be more comfortable knowing 
ahead of time who is a match and willing to 
go forward with this,’ she wrote. 

“Right now, we’re kind of in a time crunch 
in order to get her a liver,” said Bishop. “The 
type of cancer she has is a fast-growing tu- 
mor. Obviously, they don’t want it to spread 
while waiting for transplant.” 

Unfortunately, doctors can only give her 
a maximum of six rounds of chemo. “She’s 
going into her fifth round, so basically we 
have three weeks to get her a liver and do 
her surgery.” 

On Sunday, May 19, Bishop excitedly 
updated the more than 1,000 fans of the 
“Prayers for Emmalynn” Facebook page that 
round five of Emmalynn’s chemotherapy 
was canceled. 

“We've got a liver!” she wrote. “On our 
way to Boston now!

ment projects consist of about $20,000 and 
would last a minimum of 10 years. 

The second public hearing will regard the 
authorization of land takings for the Con- 
necticut River Walk Loop project. 

According to Deborah Dachos, director 
of Planning and Community Development, 
there are two easements being sought — one 
temporary and one permanent. They are lo- 
cated in a subdivision previously owned by 
the developer of the property, who mistak- 
enly filled out a donation form for the ease- 
ments. Dachos then learned that the property 
had already been transferred to someone else 
who declined to donate the easements. 

Dachos said the easements, for property 
located on Michele Lane in Agawam, are 
very small. 

The property is owned by Travis and Jo- 
anna K. Searles, according to the resolution 
submitted to the city council. Damages will 
be $270 for the temporary easement and 
$1,910 for the permanent easement. 

The council must also hear from residents 
regarding the town’s zoning ordinance up- 
date to floodplain management measures. 

Town officials were notified April 2 that 
they needed to update the zoning in order to 
comply with Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) requirements. If the 
town fails to amend the ordinance, property 
owners will not be able to purchase flood 
insurance policies and existing policies will 
not be renewed and disaster assistance will 
not be provided to repair insurable buildings 
in identified flood hazard areas for damage 
caused by flooding. 


Lease agreement tabled 
City councilors, at their May 20 meeting, 
tabled a vote on a resolution authorizing 
Cohen to enter into a lease agreement be- 
tween the town and Professional Golf Man-

agement, Inc. for the operation of facilities 
at the Agawam Municipal Golf Course in 
Feeding Hills. 

The resolution had been referred to the 
council’s finance subcommittee, which was 
unable to deliver a recommendation to the 
full council Monday due to the lack of a sub- 
committee quorum. 

Agawam Municipal Golf Course General 
Manager Anthony A. Roberto III addressed 
the council during the “Citizen Speak” por- 
tion of the meeting May 20, stating that the 
goal coming into this season was to increase 
the facility’s bottom line. 

“We felt that we could do this by increas- 
ing our Golf Shop sales,’ he said, adding, 
“With proper setup and astute buying, we 
feel the town can realize a 22 percent profit 
margin on goods sold with no increased la- 
bor costs.” 

According to Roberto, Professional Golf 
Management, Inc., based in Ludlow and cur- 
rent operators of Westover Municipal Golf 
Course, have submitted proper credentials 
through the bid process and have met the cri- 
teria to run the food service operations. 

He also stressed the need to be able to pro- 
vide services for weddings, banquets, tour- 
naments, bridal showers, post funeral and 
wedding rehearsals with the coordination of 
parking so they would not interfere with dai- 
ly activity. He proposed offering breakfast 
on weekends and lunch/dinner every day. 

Roberto said the increased foot traffic in 
the restaurant would allow the golf club to 
attract more men, women and juniors, offer- 
ing a broader range of clientele better dining 
opportunities. 

The proposal, he said, would not incur any 
additional labor costs, but would actually be 
a reduction in labor costs. 

The council tabled the matter until its June 
3 meeting. The finance subcommittee will 
meet on the issue prior to that meeting.

LUDLOW - The Ludlow boys 
tennis team will not be making an 
appearance in the postseason tour- 
nament this year.
